This Emergency Order reopens the state Tier II permit hunt TM549 for moose in Unit 15C 
for those permit holders with 2020 TM549 permits beginning at 12:01 A.M. on Saturday, 
October 3, 2020 to 11:59 P.M. on Wednesday, October 7, 2020. The season will close sooner 
if 2 moose are harvested. All other moose hunting seasons in Unit 15 are unaffected by this 
Emergency Order.
